In- 
stead of continuing north on Wabash avenue 
from Madison street to Lake street, thence to 
State street, to Madison street, back to 
Wabash avenue, it will go down Wabash 
avenue as far as Madison street, there making 
a turn to the east on Madison street to Michi- 
gan avenue. It will run north on Michigan 
avenue to Randolph street, west on Randolph 
street to Wabash avenue, south on Wabash 
avenue on the east side of the present tracks 
to Madison street, where it will make a turn 
across to west side of the street onto the 
present tr 

By this means both the State street and the 
Wabash avenue lines will have their capacity 
doubled, as the capacity is now limited to the 
number of cars that can be put onto the State 
street loop. At the busy hours thereisa 
blockade extending the entire length of the 
loop, which is relieved only by the passage of 
the cars down their respective lines. In this 
way twice the number of people can be car- 
ried, the cars will run at shorter intervals, and 
the service will be improved in every way. 

Ex-Judge Grinnell, attorney for the Chicago 
City railway company, has been instrumental 
in trying to bring about an understanding be- 
tween Mr. Yerkes and his company. He said 
yesterday : 

Ever since the new management went in 
last February it has been endeavoring to ef- 
tect an amicable adjustment of all difficulties 
and disputes regarding the lawsuits and other 
controversies between Mr. Yerkes and our 
company. Mr. Yerkes and Mr. Wheeler, the 
President of our company, were each inspired 


by a desire of amicable adjustment and have. 


been endeavoring,to obtain a just settlement 
of the whole matter. As yet nothing has been 
agreed upon or settled. One plan proposed 
was for the Chicago City railway company to 
carry its Wabash avenue trams as far north 
on Wabash avenue as Adams street. It was 
to go east on Adams street to Michigan ave- 
nue, thence north to Madison street, west on 
Madison to Wabash, and then south on Wa- 
bash, But when that scheme was proposed it 
was suggested by pruperty-owners on Wabash 
avenue north of Madison street that we should 
bring our passengers farther north than Mad- 
ison.. So it was abandoned. 
The Preferred Arrangement. 

Then it was proposed that the north- 
bound trains on Wabash avenue should turn 
east on Madison street, formmg a loop on 
Michigan avenue, Randolph street, and Wa- 
bash avenue, and the property-owners along 
Wabash avenue, between Randolph and Madi- 
son streets, were asked to sign a petition per- 
mitting us to lay an additional track on Wa- 
bask avenue between those two streets. If 
the property-owners are ready and willing to 
put their signatures to sucha petition the 
loop will be made as last suggested. 

If this arrangement is made it will 
ly relieve the congested condition of State 
street, as it will be relieved entirely of the 
Wabash avenue trains. If this plan is con- 
summated Mr: Yerkes’ cars on some of his 
lines can make a loop on State street, 
between Washington and Madison streets, 
and on Washington down to the tunnel. If 
the property owners should be disinclined to 


sign the petition permitting us to run another.

CLAIMS THE RIGHT TO TAKE SEALS. 
—— 

The North American Commereial Company 
Files a Protest with the Government. 
Wasuryeror, D. 

American i i | i 
attorney, N. L. Jeffries, has filed a pro- 
test with Acting Secretary Spaulding of the 
Treasury Department, in which it recites that 
it has a right to take fur seals from the Islands 
of St. Paul and St. George for the period of 
twenty years from May 1, 1890, and that 
it will continue to perform the stipula- 
tions of the lease. The company states that 
it was assured a quota of 60,000 sealskins 
during 1890, and upon such assurance sub- 
mitted its bid at three times the amount paid 
by a former lessee. Upon the acceptance of 
the lease the company made a large outlay in 
buildings and provisions and arranged for 
transporting the 60,000 sealskins to San Fran- 
cisco. . 

The company says that it was compelled to 
cease taking seal the 20th day of July, when 
the sealing season had not expired and only 
one-third of the net quota of skins had been 
obtained, and the company was further pro- 
hibited from taking any additional number 
during said year. On this account the com- 
pany has sustained aloss of $400,000. The 
company further represents that at the time 
it was compelled to stop taking seals at said 
islands it earnestly protested against such ac- 
tion by the United States and has continued 
to protest, and now again submits this, ite 
formal protest. 

The company submits that it is justly en- 
titled to receive from the United States such 
sum as will compensate it for the loss it has 
sustained on account of the action of the 
United States, and gives notice to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that it will claim to be 
reimbursed by the United States to the full 
amount of the loss. The company further 
represents that in providing for the mainte- 
nance and education of the inhabitants of the 
Islands of St. Paul and St. George it has ex- 
pended the sum of $150,000, for which it has 
not been reimbursed. ‘ 

The company invites the attention of the 


Secretary of the Treasury to the fact that the 


Islands of St. Paul and St. George in Alaska 
belong to and are in the undisputed possession 
of the United States; that the right of this 
government to dispose of the fur seals born 
on the islands has never been questioned. 
This being so the company assumes that the 
right of the United States or its lessees to take 
fur seals on said islands, within our unques- 
tioned jurisdiction, is not subject to question 
or interference by England or any other 
foreign State.

Orrawa, III., June 19.—[Special.]—The 
streets of Utica are again free from water, 
though covered with a coat of mud and sand 
washed from the hilltops by the deluge. The 
heaviest sufferer in the village is A. T. Grffin, 
the owner of the Utica Sewer-Pipe works.

MAY LOOT THE TREASURY OF $30,000,000, 


Importers Secure a Favorable Verdict in a 
Hat-Trimming Case. 
Pariapgetpata, Pa., June 19.—[Special. ]— 
A verdict against the government was re- 
corded in the United States Circuit Court 
here today as one of the famous trimming 
cases. Meyer & Dickinson of Philadelphia, 
as a part of the syndicate, sued for.a return 
of $622.47 duties on an invoiee of ribbons 
which they claimed had been appraised as 
ordinary ribbons subject under the old tariff 
to a duty of 60 per cent, whereas their claim 
was that the ribbons were for hat trimmings 
and subject to a duty of only 20 per cent. 


The verdict today was in favor of Meyer & 


Dickinson. This opens the door for plunder 
wider than ever and prepares for a raid on the 
Treasury. The first raid began in 1889, when 
a test case of John Wanamaker for $257 was 
decided against the government. Under that 
decision and the subsequent ratification by the 
Supreme Court $4,000,000 was drawn out of 
the United States Treasury. The syndicate 
having the claims in hand prepared to gobble 
about $3,000,000 more, when Secretary Win- 
dom called a halt. It was demonstrated 
to him that the syndicate was securing or was 


about to secure rebates on nearly every piece 


refund this $30,000,000 to the importers, as 
they charged and collected it from their mer- 
cantile customers, and these in turn collected 
the over-duty from the consumers. To refund 
the over-duty would be to give the importers 
a double profit or bonus of $30,000,000, taking 
the money out of the Federal Treasury—that 
is, out of the people’s pockets.

They are the ones to blame and 
the fault should be laid where it belongs at 
the same time that a peremptory demand is 
made for reduction to terms at which mer- 
chants of this city can afford to do business in 
competition with those at the East. 

It is not fair to abuse the Canadian lines

Lord Salisbury is reported to have said last 
Wednesday that he is in entire sympathy with 
| the movement to federate the different por- 
tions of the British Empire—the scattered 
colonies with the home islands—and his ex- 
pressions were favorably commented on at 
Thursday's meeting of the Imperial Federa- 
tion League held in London. Apparently the 
Premier 1s as yet undecided as to whether the 
proposed federation should be simply political 
or can be made commercial, but there can be 
no doubt the idea which has for some years 
past been agitated both in diplomatic and 
trade circles in Great Britain and the colonies 
is now taking shape, with a faint prospect of 
being acted on at some not distant day. A 
definite scheme for agreement will be pre- 
pared, and then a conference of colonial 
statesmen called to consider it.

It will he needed until the 
mass of the pensioners die or until the Demo- 
crate repeal the pension laws. And that will 
not take place till the Democrats get full con- 
trol of the Federal Gqvernment and the South- 
ern wing direct their Northern Democratic 
allies to wipe out that Republican legislation. 
Whatever orders the Confederates give to the

Michigan’s Governor Thinks That $125,000 
Is Too Much for the State. 

Laystna, Mich., June 19.—[Special.]—Gov.

SERIOUS! CONFLICT BETWEEN THE 
| VANDERBILTS AND THE WIZARD. 


Tariffs from the Seaboard to the Mississippi 
River Reduced One-Half by the Ka- 
nawha Dispatch to Meet the Richmond 
Terminal’s Cutse—Passenger Rates to 
Utah Common Points Advanced—Sev- 
eral Important Decisions by the Board 
of Commissioners—Other Railway News. 

What promises to be one of the most seri- 


ous rate wars in years has been 


inaugurated. 
The Richmond Terminal and Central Railroad 
of Georgia, which are controlled by Jay 
Gould, have been making reduced rates from 
New York, Boston, and other seaboard pointe 
to the Missouri River and beyond, the route 
being by steamer to Savannah, thence by the 
Richmond Terminal to Arkansas City and 
Memphis, and thence by the Missouri Pacific 
to destination. The rates by this route were 
made about one-half of the regular all-rail 
tariffs, and the ali-rail lines in consequence 
lost much of the seaboard business. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio and Big Four roads, 
known as the Kanawha Dispatch (owned by 
the Vanderbilts), were affected most by the 
competition of the Gould lines, as they 
also have a part ocean route from 
New York to Newport News and 
run thence through about the same 


territory as the Richmond Terminal. The 


Kanawha Dispatch has been anxious to meet 
the rates made by the Gould lines, but an 
agreement with the trunk lines to adhere to 
acertain differential from the all-rail rates 
stood in its way.

AUTHORIZED TO MEET COMPETITION, 


Chicago and Northwestern Allowed a Dif- 
ferential on Iron Ore. 

The Board of Commissioners of- the West- 
ern Traffic Association has made a decision 
in the matter of rates on iron ore. The Chi- 
cago and Northwestern wanted relief regard- 
ing such rates from mines on its lines in the 
peninsula of Michigan to Escanaba, Milwau- 
kee, Chicago, and corresponding points. It 
claimed it had been customary to fix rates 
upon ore by agreement at the beginning of 
each year, and that the rates so established 
should govern for the entire season of mining 
and shipping ore. The other lines desire to 
maintain ia 1891 the rates that were in effect 
in 1890; they insist that the business already 
handled has been carried under existing tariits, 
and that if any changes are made their effect 
should be confined to future business. In this 
matter the Commissioners think the position 
last stated is correct. 

Coming to the question of reduced rates 
which the Commissioners are asked to author- 
ize it appears that roe ore urge a gener- 
al reduction in the tariff. Occasion for this is 
claimed to exist in the depressed condition of 
the iron industry and in increasing com- 

tition of the thern furnaces, The year 

890 was one of unprecedented production. 
An immense amount of ore was on the docks 
at the various lake ports when the season of 
1891 opened. The price of pig-iron had de- 
clined materially and there was a marked re- 
action from the conditions of the preceding 
year. 

The situation, say the Commissioners, does 
not justify them in placing the obligations of 
the association in the way of the Chicago and 
Northwestern in its competition with an out- 
side line which is free from the obligations of 
the association. Their conclusion is that the 
Northwestern may insist apon a reduction of 
the differential to 20 cents and it is author- 
ized to take measures to effect that result by 
reduction of its rates if found necessary. The 
time when such reduction may be made is 
fixed for July 1 in order to give full opportu- 
nity for conference and negotiation. 


CAN'T MAKE DIFFERENTIAL RATES. 


The Santa Fe Ordered to Withdraw Its Gal- 
veston Tariff. 

The attention of the Commissioners of the 
Western Traffic Association was called a short 
time ago to a certain tariff of the Santa FG is- 
sued in connection with the Mallory Steam- 
ship line via Galveston and establishing rates 
from Atlantic seaboard points to stations lo- 


cated on lines of the Santa Fé system, includ- 


ing the St. Louis and San Francisco, also 
Superior, Neb., which rates are to be made 
by adding to the all-rail rates from Atlantic

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC IS PROSPERING. 


President Pellegrini’s Annual Message to 
Congress—Finances of the Country. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., June 19.—A copy of the 
annual message of President Pellegrini to the 
Argentine Congress under date of May 9 has 
reached the Bureau of American Republics. 
The President discusses the affairs of his 
country with great frankness. He states that 
the country is at peace with itself and with 
the rest of the world. The only exceptional 
measures he has been compelled to adopt 
were the declaring the City of Buenos Ayres in 
a state of siege and the suppression of a 
few newspapers that were stirring up 
strife. Concessions of national lands, cover- 
ing 50,000 square miles, which had been made 
to speculators for colonization pur had 
been revoked, as the holders of conces- 
sions failed to carry out the conditions on 
which they obtained the lands. Many public 
works had of necessity been suspended for 
lack of funds. Assisted immigration from 
Europe had been stop The revenues for 
1890 were in currency py od. the expend- 
i $92,850,000, leaving a deficit of $19,450, - 
000. revenues for 1891 had been calculat- 
ed at $26,000,000 gold. 

Trade returns were . Exports 
were increasing and imports declining. The 
financial crisis, the President says, grows 
worse daily. 2 money, of which 
there were two hun and sixty millions in 
circulation, had sustained a loss of 80 per 
cent. He estimates the loss since the crisis 
began at $200,000,000. The National Bank 
now owes the Treasury $60,000,000 currency 
and $2,000,000 gold. He considers that the 
best solution of financial difficulties would 
be to correct the defects in the state banking 
system, revive the credit of the state banks, 
and enable them to continue. For this pur- 
pose he recommends a Parliamentary com- 
mission. He adds: “ But the gold 
is an insuperable difficulty in the way of re- 
suming specie payments. we want a metal- 
lie basis we must resort to silver. All the ob- 
jections raised against the silver standard may 
apply to Europe but do not affect us.

Mill Produets in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan Increase 30 Per Cent in 
Quantity and 76 Per Cent in Value—Only 
Enough Timber Land Held by Private 
Parties to Supply the Demand for Five 
Years More—Apparent Deficiency in the

The Census Office has prepared for distribu- 
tion an interesting bulletin on lumber. pro- 
duction and allied industries of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and | which comprise

The aggregate increase of mill products as 
compared with the census reports of 1880 is 
29.66 per cent in quantity and 75.92 per cent 
in value; the increase in the number of hands 
employed is 138.49 per cent, and the increase 
in the total amount of wages paid is 141.26 
per gent. According to the tenth census 
(1880) the amount of capital invested in 
the milling industry in Michigan, Wi 
and Minnesota was $65,855,682. The capital 
shown to have been invested at the eleventh 
census (1890) is $223,388,607, an increase of 
$157,530,975. 

_According to thejcensus of 1880 the propor- 
tion of capital employed to the value of manu- 
factured products was reported to be $0.8468 
to$l. In 1890 the proportion is stated to be 
$1.52 to $1. The latter proportion if applied 
to the amount of products reported at the 
tenth census would produce the sum of $118,- 
207, 8:36 as the actual capital employed at that

Touching the productive industry in forest 
growth the results shown by the bulletin do 
not fully represent the value of the industry 
which the census inquiry was intended to 
embrace.

upon many deities to bless the young people, 

e invokes by name the gods of degrees, 
the seven beatified penitents, the five immacu- 
late virgins, and the ancestor ; also the 
seven mountains, the eight c al points, the 
fourteen worlds, the woods and the seas, the 

ear, the season, the month, the day, the 
ur, and the minute. Then the father takes 
the hand of his daughter, and, laying it in that 
of the bridegrooimn, pours water over the 
clasped palms in the name of Vishnu, This 
is the Hindoo manner of giving away the 
bride. Nor does she go empty-handed to her 
husband, for she has a piece of land, a cow, 
and some amulet stones for atalisman. The 
bridegroom now turns to his young bride and 
says: May the heart which is thine become 
my heart, and this heart which is mine be- 
come thy heart. Then they step into seven 
circles drawn upon the ground, from which 
there is no backward step. 

Upon the neck of our Hindoo sister is now 
placed the seal of her husband—a gold orna- 
ment suspended by a chain made of 108 
threads dyed in saffron. This is never re- 
moved unless she becomes a widow. Fire is 
immediately brought, incense thrown upon it, 

the bridegroom conducts the bride around 
the flame three times, Next they stand in 
two baskets, hrought for the purpose, and 
pour rice over each other’s heads until the 
priests rx Enough.“ 

On the fourth day the bride sits by her hus- 
band at dinver and eats from the same dish. 
But never again will they sit together at a 
meal. Henceforth the wife will serve her 
husband when he eats, taking for her share 
what he chooses to leave. 

On the fifth day another solemn ceremony 
takes place; parched rice and butter are cast 
into a sacred fire, and for’the only time in her 
life the Hindoo woman takes part in this mystic 
rite. The festivities close with a torchlight 
procession and 2 and our Hindoo sister 
passes into another phase of her humdrum 
existence, ‘ 

A well-known traveler tells us that while 
. polygamy is lawful among the Hindoos it 1s 
not agreeable, and seldom practiced except 
among the very rich. A book of advice to 
wives is among the wedding presents, and 
ane which a few extracts are taken as fol- 

ows: 

A woman has no other on earth than her 
husband. The most — — of all the good 
works she can perform is to gratify with the 
strictest obedience and devotion. 

Diligent shall she be in her domestic avocations. 
wary of her temper, avoiding dispute, her mind 
and her deportment serene. 

The money she receives from her husband she 
shall expend with thrift, reserving no portion for 
herself or friends.

A FAMOUS OLD WAR SHIP. 


Battles Won in the Olden Time by the 
Frigate Constellation. 

New York Times: The frigate Constellation, 
now almost ahundred years old, thas been 
once more repaired and taken to the Naval 
Academy preparatory to its summer cruise 
with the three classes of naval cadets. It will 
probably be the last cruise of this celebrated 
old ship, for the new practice vessel is build- 
ing rapidly and the usefulness of the old one 
diminishes proportionally. 

With the striking off the navy list of the 
gallant Constellation there will disappear a ship 
with a good American record. Every youngster 


past knows its history by heart, just as he 
knows and loves each of its timbersand spars. 
It was built in 1795, the act of Congress 
authorizing its construction having been 
passed in March of the praceding year. Two 
other illustrious ships went into the water in 
the same year and under the same act of Con- 
gress. They were the Constitution (“ Old Iron- 
sides) and the United States, and both have 
long since disappeared, leaving their well-pre- 
served sister to see nearly a century of active 


service. 
The first ‘‘ business ” transacted by the Con- 
stellation was in 1798, when, under the com- 
mand of Commodore Thomas 3 
engaged the French ship I'Insurgente off the
